231 NEW VEHICLES COMING 


Under the Equipment Bureau's modernization program, 23 new International 
heavy-duty carryalls will be delivered for use by specialized maintenance 
and survey crews. They'll have automatic transmissions and slip 
differentials for extra traction. A total of 92 International trucks will 
be coming under a contract just awarded--13 heavy-duty units and 79 
medium-duty trucks with five-man cabs. Also, 116 Chevrolet Biscaynes. 
Units will be assigned statewide. 


SNOW CONTROL ROOM IS ON THE RADIO 


If snow section foremen could listen to fearless Fred Feldman and John 
Gambling on WOR a few minutes after they've reported a bad condition, 
they'd hear it broadcast. A close working relationship between the snow 
control room in Trenton headquarters and the Public Information Bureau 
now is getting snow storm reports from the field broadcast by major radio 
stations within two to five minutes after the report is received from the 
maintenance district offices. Snow control room supervisors Tony Russo 
and Jim Walters can have snow conditions in every radio station and 
newspaper office in the State within ten minutes at the most. The new 
"flash" system forewarned drivers to bypass floods, accidents, earthslides 
and snow-drifted highways last winter.
